A CURIOUS MYSTERY. 


INDIAN POISONS THAT PUZZLE OUR 
MEN OF SCIENCE. 


A Coneoctlom Tkat Takes a Tear to 

FfaUk Ite Deadlr Work and 

Afcalaat Wklck There la No Rease- 

dr-’A PoiaoB That Paralraea* 

*' I venture to lay that no poisons known 
to science the world over can compare in 
their effects with the deadly mixtures used 
by the conjurers, or medloine men, of the 
. Cree and Saltcaux tribes of Indians away 
up in the northwest region of British Co¬ 
lumbia.” says Dr. James Melden of Mani¬ 
toba. 

“These tribes,” he said, ‘Hive in that 
vast, wild region from 700 to 1,000 miles 
north of Winnipeg, just on the border of 
Eskimo land. They are the last tribes to 
bo met w'ith before the Eskimos are reach¬ 
ed, and they get along very amicably with 
them, as hunting g^und demarcations are 
mntually understood and respected. No 
doubt the extreme rigor of the climate ac- 
coimts for it, but they are conspichously 
peaceful for r^skins and perform almost 
incredible feats of endurauco. I have 
known *bnck.s’ of these tribes to mn ahead 
of a dog sled os guides for over 100 miles. 
But, for air they have such amiable dispo¬ 
sitions, just let one of them get his anger 
or spirit of revenge aroused through jeal¬ 
ousy or envy, and the victim of his wrath 
meets a death more horrible than the tor¬ 
tures of the inquisition by the use of these 
mysterious, baffling poisona The modus 
oiMjrandi is simple euough. He takes hla 
case to one of the conjurers of the tribe— 
for the same custom prcvalte among both 
the Crocs and the Saltcaux—who under¬ 
takes the job of removing the objection¬ 
able ‘buck.* The conjurer then starts off 
into the dense forests alone and gathers a 
collection of barks and herbs unknown to 
botanists. With these ho returns to his 
wigwam and brews the destructive mix¬ 
ture that docs the business. 

' Now for the peculiar way in which It 
works,” the doctor continued. “I want 
to say, by way of parenthesis^ that these 
tribes never go on the warpath. They 
make no use of tomahawk or scalping 
knife. They never resort to the popular 
redskin method of removing an enemy by 
shooting him down from ambush. Poison 
is their solo reciiK) for settling se.pres. 
Fortllled, then, with his potent drug, the 
man who is out for vengeance manages t,o 
have it administered to his doomed foe in 
his food. It may be months before the 
eITi*ct.s are visible. At whatever time of 
the year the poison is taken it nevef 
gins to operate before spring. Hero Is one 
of the most amazing features. The first 
sign is the appearance of sores on the 
bcKly, and especially on the face, of tho 
victim In tho course of a month or so 
the.*^ would, apparently, dry up and be 
followed by scales. But that" is merely the 
seeming culm before the storm, for in th^ 
course of a few months more, during 
which tho poor buck suffers iudescribable 
tortures, these scales dropoff, and in their 
place grciit tufU of hair spring up. Tho 
last stage before death follows in its most 
agoni/Jng form, far worse than tho tor¬ 
tures from prussio acid and a great deal 
more prolonged. 

“I remember well,” resumed the narra¬ 
tor, “howw’o had hoard of these Indian 
poisons in a vague way for some time in 
our country;' but, knowing tho medical 
books contained nothing of that sort un-

They Do Not Fenr Mnii IHIII They 
l.enrti II Ih I'o^ver. 

Tlierols an old story that any man can 
cow a wild aiiiiiial by merely gazing into 
its eyes. 

This theory of tho power of tlie hiiiuan 
eye is nil well enough so lung as it is nut 
tried on an animal big and fleree enough 
J^o kill the experimenter. All nceounts 
agree that, except whore they have been 
bunted, wild auimule do not fear man 
at all. 

A British resident in Guiana once gave 
a Coruisli goldeoeker u lift up the river in 
his steam launch. As tho launch was 
small tho miner slung his hammock on 
shore each night. One morning he com¬ 
plained of the noise the frogs had made. 

Some Indians of the crew laughed at 
this and sold, “Oh, tiger sleep with old 
mwi last niglitl” Whut tho miner lual 
heard was the purring or snoring under 
his hammock of a puma, whose tracks and 
the outline of Its sleeping body were yet 
visible. 

Upon Long Island, except during the 
hunting days, the deer enter farmers’ 
barnyards freely and show no feiir of man. 

In tho Yellowstone park, where animals 
are protected from hunters, they are very 
chummy. Tho elk and bluckiuil come 
to the keepers’ houses to be fed. Even 
brown boars hang around and forage 
among the scraps thrown out by tho hotel 
keepers. 

Dangerous animals havo the same Ixild- 
ness where gunpowder Is unknowti. When 
Berend’s crow were on their first voyage 
a polar boar came among tho sleeping crew 
and bit a sailor’s head off. Why should 
he fear the puny little creatures? 

Beyond the Zambezi and Shire rivers, 
where white mep and guns are few, lions 
and leopards will do what they will ^ al¬ 
most nowhere else—kill men when hun¬ 
gry and when not cornered. 

Where animals are fully acquainted with 
firearms neither Uon, tl^r, bear, jaguar 
nor any other animal will attack man ex¬ 
cept when cornered, it is true. But ani¬ 
mals in wild life have no such fear of the 
weak little biped that can neither run, 
climb nor fight as well gs they.'—Naw

Wo tried every antidote 
known to materiamedica, both simple and 
c<nnpound, but tho poison turned around 
and laughed us out of court, securing a 
double rovengo. Nothing wo administered 
could stop tho slow but deadly work of tho 
Indian mixture. Tho giant buck went 
through all tho stages I have described, 
Until tho most excruciating death put an 
end to his miseries. All our science was 
bound hand and foot, utterly helpless in 
tho presence of this curious, fatal brow of 
an Indian conjurer. 

“Wo know nothing and can learn noth¬ 
ing,” ho wont on to say, “of the herbs 
that enter into this mlxtnra This poison 
mystery has long boon kept a secret among 
tho conjurers of those two tribes.

Thc.se tribes have wonderful powers ©f en- 
(lunincc and make great boasj^ of their 
running qualities. In this there is tho 
(iepcest professional rivalry—worse than 
ajiything among the theater folks—and 
when a certain buck is outcLassed ho gen-^ 
eially hunts up the conjurer for a modified 
form of revenge. He doesn’t care to kill 
his rival It will satisfy him to Imvo him 
crippled and placed out of tho race. Tho 
conjurer is ready for business on that 
Ui.sis, too, and gives his caller a brew that 
makes short work of tho objectionably 
rapid buck Sonictlincs theso drugs will 
paralyze the legs of tho victim and have 
no othyr effect whatever. At other times 
th»‘y will so stiffen his limbs that he jjjrac- 
tically hfibblcs about on a jiair of v’otxieri 
k'gs .Altogether it is tho most curious 
Ipoi.sjui inysti’ry in tho world, more than 
lever eui*ious ainqug tribes that know noth- 
ilg^at all of intoxicating beverages and 
brew any sort of intoxicating stim- 
uTant ”

$20,000,000 LOR DEFENCE. 

Ifar OIDce Scheme lutroduced Into the 

■ouite of t'oiuiuoiiK by Mr. ^Tyndbnm. 

A despatch trom London, says;— 
When the House of Commons went in¬ 
to committee on Wednesday on the 
Military Works Loan bill, the Parlia¬ 
mentary Secretary of the War* Office, 
Mr. George Wyndb.im, moved a reso¬ 
lution authorizing the introduction of 
a bill providing a loan of $20,000,000, 
repayable in yearly instalments, for 
defence works, barracks, and rifle 
ranges, at home and abroad. He ex¬ 
plained this was m:^ely a continuation 
of the policy laid down by the Military 
Worki Loan Act of 18->7, and pointed out 
that all British seaborne commerce 
converged at a point belw'een Cape 
Clear' and U.shant, necessitating strate¬ 
gic harbours of refuge, all of which 
must be defended by heavy guns. In 
tbi.s manner and on other works, he ex- 
jplaineti, it was proposed to spend $5,- 
000,000, and on barracks tire sum of 
$13,850,000 <yas to be si)e<nt, of which 
sum $3,375,000 would be expended on 
the present barracks. The balance 
would be devoted to the expenses of 
new sittialions, and Wei-Hai-Wei 
would absdkb $050,000.

What the Legislators of the Country 
are Doing at Ottawa. 

IN COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY. 

The House proceeded into Commitr 
tee of Supply, taking up the marine 
■upplementoxlea for the current year. 
Six Louis Davies set himself right in 
connection with an attack wbiab had 
been directed against the prices ol 
supplies to his department. The fact 
seems to have been that the items had 
been misatated^ the auditor-gener¬ 
al’s report. m*ne place a pair of 
shears for cutting sheet iron was set 
down aa a '‘pair of scissors.'’ In anoth¬ 
er plaoe bricks were interpreted as 
meaning fire bricks. Sir Louis Davies 
had been bitterly attacked for the 
purchase of a bucket at 94.80. This 
turned out, however, to* be a bucket of 
pioklea. 

On an item of 80,992 for rents, re¬ 
pairs, furnitures, heating, ventilation 
and lighting of the Dominion public 
buildings at Ottawa, the Opposition de¬ 
sired full information aa to the ex¬ 
penses of electric lighting throughout 
the buildings. The information was 
forthcoming that the Ottawa Elec¬ 
tric Light Company chargea 92.25 per 
light,u|ii t^ 3.000 lamps, and 92 on the 
next 3,000 lights. Six thousand lamps 
are in use altogether. The Opposition 
thought that there were a great many 
more lights in the building than are 
being used, i The chamber itself is 
lighted by nine hundred ten candle- 
power lamps, which represents six hun¬ 
dred lamps of sixteen candle power. 

The Minister of Finance thought that 
there were various rates being digged 
in Ottawa. The present contract was 
for oue year. It had been renewed 
and is now in its second year. The item 
finally passed. 

Lieut.-Colonel Tyrwhitt asked whe¬ 
ther the Minister of Militia had adopt¬ 
ed a policy of annual training. 

The Minister of Militia replied that 
he certainly favored annual drill, and 
that the policy had been followed to a 
great extent since he had taken of¬ 
fice. This training should be made an 
anuual one to get the full benefit of 
the money expended. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Ber¬ 
geron, the Solicitor-General stated that 
the cost of the commission to investi¬ 
gate matters appertaining to St. Vin¬ 
cent de Paul penitentiary has been 
918,076. Being asked whether the ser-, 
vices of convicts were availed of in ! 
these institutions to make repairs, etc., ' 
the Solicitor-General replied that it had j 
been found a very unprofitable in- ■ 
vestment at St. Vincent de Paul, 
where the convicts had wilfully de¬ 
stroyed or carried away sixty per cent, 
of the stone required for a new wall. 

TEMPERANCE LEGISLATION. 

Ml'. Flint, who has charge of the re¬ 
solution passetl by the sub-committee | 
of the Dominion Alliance, praying for !

Tbe last provision is to 
enable the department to provide in¬ 
demnity for tbe loss of registered 
mailable matter to tbe extent of 925, 
or whatever less sum is sufficient to 
make up the actual leas, and to charge 
fees as an insurance fund to make 
good the loss to the department un¬ 
der such circumslnnoes. 

BEST POULTRY TO BRE^D. 

Mr. A. G. Gilbert, poultry expert 
at the Experimental farm, delivered 
an interesting address before the 
Agricultural Committee on tbe de¬ 
velopment of the poultry trade. He 
contrasted tbe winter laying of old 
bens and pullets. The latter laid the 
most eggs, but the product of the 
former were larger. Fattening ex¬ 
periments showed tbe great superior¬ 
ity of thoroughbred Plymouth Rocks, 1 
Wyandottes, and Brahmas over scrub ' 
stock. Mr. Gilbert gave some inter¬ 
esting details of experiments in arti- | 
fical incubation. His testimony when 
published cannot fail to be of great j 
benefit to tbe farming community. 

NOT A TRADE MARK. j 

The bill to legalize the union label 
an a trade mark was shelved by tbe 
Senate Banking Committee. Mr. D. 
J. O'Donoghue was again present, and 
argued that, according to English pre¬ 
cedent the bill should become law. 

Mr. Josias B. Jackson. Federal Re¬ 
gistrar of copyrights and trademarks, 
and the leading authority oni the sub¬ 
ject in Canada, was present by invita¬ 
tion, and asked to address the commit¬ 
tee. He held that f.he union label could 
not be construed tu be a trade mark, 
as it lacked the essential qualification. 
He claimed that the labour organiza¬ 
tions. not being manufacturing con¬ 
cerns. could not attach the union.label 
to their product as a trade mark. The 
union label could not be classified as a 
trade mark. He advised the commit¬ 
tee that any counterfeit of the union 
label was an offence under the com¬ 
mon law, and a person guilty of coun¬ 
terfeiting could be proceeded against. 

Mr. Creighton. law clerk of the Sen¬ 
ate, who bad been asked at the pre¬ 
vious meeting to report on the legal 
aspect of the question, said the English 
statutes did not contain any legisla¬ 
tion such as was asked for in Can¬ 
ada.

These were very 
popular for some time, and the Metho¬ 
dist and Church of England mission¬ 
aries then decided they would imitate 
the example of the Salvationists, so 
that soon they had the camp about 
equally divided among them. This 
condition of affairs resulted in a seri¬ 
ous riot on Saturday, in which many 
Indians were injured, but none killed.

.Verse 1. O Israel, return unto ths 
Lord thy God.

Guarding the person of a sovereign 
is a matter of some importance and 
nearly every European ruler has hie 
or her special body of guards, whose 
sole duty ia to study the safety of 
their regal employer. In qlvilized na¬ 
tions is this especially the case when 
anarchiats and plotters of various 
kinds are the chief enemies to be fear¬ 
ed. Those who rule over nations 
bound uft. in civilization scarcely 
need body guards, inasmuch as even a 
look may mean death to a subject 
when life is regarded aa such a trifle. 
In Europe, however, things are differ¬ 
ent, and every king or queen is pro¬ 
tected by a certain body of armed men. 

England’s queen Is guarded in many 
ways. To begin with, she is always 
shadowed by a special body of de¬ 
tectives, who follow her about incog¬ 
nito and set a watch upon every sus- 
IHcious person. The real body guard 
of a British sovereign consists of the 
Beefeaters, that venerable corps whose 
quaint dress attracts the attention of 
all visitors to the tower of London. 
Henry VIII. founded them for this 
purpose, and they have since existed 
as the body guard of every British sov¬ 
ereign. When her majesty is travel¬ 
ing in London she is generally ac¬ 
companied by a squadron of Royal 
Horse guards or Life guards, in the

THE BEEFEATERS, 
who now fulfill their duty more in 
name than anything else except as 
keepers of the tower. In the diamond 
jubilee procession a guard was furn¬ 
ished by both British and Colonial 
troops.

He de- 
cLarea that he can turn out power in, 
such quantities that machinery, which 
must now be run by steam generated 
by a fire, can be uaqd by the adoption 
of this stored heat, which will accom¬ 
plish every purpose to which the fire 
under a boiler is now put. 

THE SUN’S LIGHT. 

The light of the sun is the strong¬ 
est known in degree of brightness. 
Though ninety-five millions miles 
away, its radiance ia far above any 
thing ever accomplished in the way of 
artificial light, and is more than equal 
to fifteen hundred and seventy-five 
billions of billions of candle power—^ 
candle power measure being the degree 
of light furnished by a sperm candle 
one-sixteenth of a pound in weight. 

That the vast energy of the sun ie 
simply being wasted, as far as any 
utilization of it in machanics is con¬ 
cerned, is a fact that has been long 
acknowledged, and though many have 
soiught for ages to construct some ma¬ 
chine which could be practical—some 
invention which would use this heat 
in doing the work of the world- 
no advance has ever been made in that 
direction which led to any useful re¬ 
sult. On Augu.st 8, 1682, there was an 
experiment made in France, by which 
Abel Pifre successfully printed a paper 
by machine run by solar heat, but the 
work seems to have been dropped at 
that stage. 

THE NEW MACU1NE.S. 

His machine consisted of a large 
horn-Uke disk, nearly tw'elve feet in 
diameter, this throwing tne rays down 
into a mirror, by which,they were con¬ 
centrated beneath a boiler in which 
enough water was heated to generate 
good steam. This boiler w as connected 
with a Marconi press, which ran by 
this means all the afternoon, printing 
five hundred copies of a paper which 
was called the Journal of the Sun.

The details of' 
the ■ machine are fully given in the 
si>eclfications of the patent, but are 
too technical to be of popular interest.

At the present time there is 
a vast enterprise under way in Nova 
Scotia to establish smelters at Cape 
Breton for the reduction of the vast 
iron deposits of Newfoundland using 
therein the coal of Nova Scotia. There 
are unlimited supplies of both coal and 
iron ore, labor is cheap, and transpor- 
talion facilities good, altogether pre¬ 
senting a most satisfactory combina¬ 
tion of conditions. Tie initial stages 
of the enterprise are wertl under way, 
'and when successsully launched there 
are others in the background, not the 
least of which is the establishing of 
ship yards capable of turning out, the 
largest ships afloat in any waters. 
The possibilites of the future are in¬ 
exhaustible and what is more the 
people down by sea are becoming fully 
seized of those possibilities. 

The crop bullelin of Manitoba, com 
piled by the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture up to June 10, shows an 
increase in the total area from 2^10, 
942 acres in 1898 2,449,078 acres innhe 
present year. The wheat area increas 
ed from 1,488,232 to 1,62^,995, acres. 
In uats there was an increase from 
514,824 acres to 575,136 acres, and in 
barley from 158,058 to 182,912 acres 
The flax crop increased from 14,421 
to 21,780 acres, and there was an in 
ciease, in the area devoted to roots 
from 8,448 to 10,079 acres. The pota¬ 
to crop is 19,151 acres, a slight decline 
from the figures for last year. Seed 
ing has been late owing to the unfav 
orablf weather, but the growth ha 
been rapid and prospecis are generably 
regarded as favorable.

PALM VARIETIES OF CUBA. 

There Are Twenty-wlx Different 
Kinds on the iNlnnd. 

Not only is tho cliinato of Cuba favor- 
ablo to the planting of crops whonevor the 
farmer chooses to plant them and tho lands 
80 rich that no fertlllziitlon is over re¬ 
quired, but nature seems to have, with a 
beneficent hand, reared many strange 
trees and plants to supply tho wants of 
man without the necessity of his planting 
them hlm.sclf. First among thc.so are tho 
palms, Bomo 26 variotios of which adorn 
tho fields of Cuba, giving shade, food and 
life. At tho head of these stands tho royal 
palm. 

Tho royal palm consists of a tall, straight 
trunk of a very fibrous nature and sup¬ 
ports a cluster of pinnated Ic^aves like a 
bunch of plumos on a long stick. Tho 
loaves arc largo and leathery. These leaves 
continno to grow from the center to a 
great length. When tho loaves cannot 
grow any more, they drop to the gi*ound 
from flic bottom of tho cluster, thus mak¬ 
ing room for tho new ones which are al¬ 
ways coming out of tho cimter.

CHICAGO IN GREAT DANGER.

One-third of the cows from which 
milk for the Chicago market is taken 
are affected vv^iih tuberculoaL8.,f^Their 
milk is mixed indescriminately with 
that of beulihy animals, and thus uinc- 
tenths of the milk sold in that ciiy is 
“ unsuspicious.” 

Cows suffering from tuberculosis 
usually show no outward symptoms of 
the disease, and it is impo.ssible for a 
dairyman to detect it except by the 
tuberculin test aiipl'ied to every cow. 
As cows discovered with the disease are 
at once confiscated for rendering, with¬ 
out compensiition to the owner, dairy¬ 
men are tempted to hide cases of tu¬ 
berculosis, and protect the herds from 
the State officials. 

These are the startling fuels brought 
out by the investigation by the State 
Veterinarian and the State Live Stock 
Commission of animals at the stock 
yards during last week. Twenty-five 
cows, selected at random from a herd 
of seventy-eight in a dairy whicji sends 
two curs of milk to the Chicago mar¬ 
ket every day, were found to have 
tuberculosis in one form or another, 
some so badly as to make tboir milk 
positively dangerous, while others were 
only slightly affected.

The size of a man's head is no more 
Index of his brain capacity than the 
case of a watch la of the (lualUy of the 
works it contains. 

As a matter of fact, many of our 
cleverest men, whose names are part 
o’f history, have had brains smaller 
than those of thousands of criminals 
and imbeciles. Take, for example, the 
busy and fertile brain of Gambetta; its 
weight was only a little over 42 
ounces, or just half the weight of the 
brain of an imbecile newsboy, who re¬ 
cently died in London. 

Cuvier, the famous paleontologist, 
had the heaviest brain among great 
men of which there is any re¬ 
cord; and yet Cuvier's brain, although 
it weighed 64 1-2 ounces, or about 12 
ounces more than the average brain, 
weighed more than 13 ounces less than 
the brain of a deformed and almost 
imbecile Hindoo woman. 

Of the iumates of our asylums one 
man in ten bas a brain several ounces 
heavier than that of the average mao 
of intellect, who in turn boasts more 
brain tissue than such intellectual 
giants as Bacon, Lord Byron and Daniel 
Webster. 

SOME STRIKING COMPARISONS.

USES OF COOKED WATER. 

A woman who believes that she has 
uerted, if not cured, constitutional 
3<*adachos by drinking a glass of hot 
vater every morning before break¬ 
fast, takes the same alsc in lieu of 
ifternoon tea, and sips with apparent 
relish. She raised a laugh in a little 
;ompany gathered about the tea 
lablc by asserting that she found al- 
iiost as much diffejence in the qual- 
ty of the hot water at various times 
IS her friends discerned in their cups 
jf Oolong or Ceylon. 

We knew the water bibber to be in 
ihe right, and supixjrted her position. 
The founder of the famous Delmonico 
restaurant insisted that water should 


to winter-kill and to etart a weak puny 
growth the next spring, thus falling 
a ready victim to the disease again. 
To successfully combat this plague re* 
qires prompt and thorough treat* 
ment. Bordeaux mixture is the rem¬ 
edy, and the plants should be thor¬ 
oughly sprayed with it before the 
leaves start in the spring, and once or 
twice e^cry week thereafter, during 
the entr?a~^g£owing season, using care 
to destroy alT^iseased leaves. 

The cosmos borer is very destructive 
to cosmos, dahlias, and asters, fre¬ 
quently destroying all the plants, or 
so damaging them as to cause them to 
produce very inferior flowers. The fol¬ 
lowing is a complete remedy if used 
time. Take one level te.'ispoonful 
Paris green to three gallons of water, 
and pour around thei base of the stalk 
so as to soak tlie ground for two or 
three inches deep, commencing when 
the plants are only about a foot high, 
and repeating the application once ev¬ 
ery w'eek until the plant is about 
grown. 

The black flower beetle is a most 
disgusting' and troublesome pest, and 
seems to be spreading over the coun¬ 
try. It resembles the common blister 
beetle, indeed, is a species of blister 
beetle, but it is smaller and jet black 
in color. It feeds on the open flowers of 
ihe hollyhock, aster and a few others, 
but those mentioned are their favorite 
food. One bug will in a little while 
disfigure and utterly ruin the finest 
flower. When disturbed they drop to 
the ground, and the f>est way to get 
rid of them is to take a shallow pan 
of water, in which a little kerosene 
has been poured, and gather the bugs 
into it by shaking the flowers gently 
over the pan. The kerosene will kill 
them instantly. One should look 
the plants over twice each day, while 
any bugs are to be found.

Some very Interesting experiments 
have been carried on by acientUta to 
illustrate the minute subdivision of 
matter that can be attained. Quite 
the moat remarkable is that accom¬ 
plished with common mineral quarts. 
The subetanoe was melted at a very 
high temperature, and then drawn out 
into fibrous threads, that were of 
greater delicacy and tenuity than had 
ever been obtained with any other 
substaxice. fcio grea.t a fineness of 
thread, as it were, of this material has 
been attained that it is invisible to 
the naked eye, and this exceeding thin¬ 
ness would taper in such a degree that 
the ends were invisible beneath a mic¬ 
roscope. 

A fiber of unspain silk is about one 
five-thousundeth of an inch diameter ; 
if a hundred quartz filaments were 
.woven like the threads of a rope they 
would about equal a thread of un- 
Hpun silk. 

The most i^enious plan conceivable 
was devised in this experiment with 
quartz. The professor, after reducing 
the quartz at a very high temperature, 
touched a little very light t^row to 
the'melted substance, and discharged 
by means of a small crossbow, made 
for the purpose, which would cause the 
arrow, to carry about 50 feet. As the 
arrow flew through the air it spun 
the exceedingly fine thread of the fus¬ 
ed quartz. 

If a* piece of quartz of the size ijf a 
pipe bowl were fused and drawn out 
into a continuous thread it would make 
sufficient* to girdle the earth a half 
dozen times.

Warmed over 
boil, that is, a singing kettle that bub¬ 
bled an hour or so ago, and has ii'uietly 
hissed away a cortaiu quantity ot 
vapor and life until moved anew from 
jjene-ath to repeat the motions of the 
boiling ix>int, will .make^a tasteless 
brew if |X)ured upon leaves or grounds 
or "shells,” and, if drunk by it.self, is 
rather nauseating than stimulating to 
the stomach. 

Always keep one kettle, a large one, 
full of hot water upon the jange for 
household exigencies, dish-w.ashing, 
scrubbing, scalding out close vessels, 
filling hot water bags, should such be 
needed, drawing the pain out of 
bruises and sprains, soaking the feet 
in rases of headache or sudden conge.s- 
tion, bathing sore eyes and so many 
other incidental needs that the big 
kettle may be regarded as a family 
I haj macopeia and house-wife’s friend. 
Thi* uses—each of which is a ble.ssing— 
of hot wate| are manifold. t-omo are 
known to every housemother, others 
are susiiecied by few. A, glass of hot 
water taken before breakfast cleanses 
the coat of the stomach, dilutes bile 
ami awakens the drowsy, digestive 
|)owers to action. l>o not make the 
mistake of drinking it so hot as to 
give jK'iin to the delicate membranes 
that line the alimentary organs. 

'1 he .s.ime caution applies to the wa¬ 
ter used for bathing inflamed eyes. 
Use it as warm as can be comfortably 
borne. When scalding hot the appli¬ 
cation defeats the end for which, it is 
made. 

Unless the water supply of your 
household is beytynd suspicion, cook— 
not merely boil—all the water drunk 
im the family. Every morning set a 
laTge, clean pot over the fire full of 
cold water; cover and bring to a 
steady lioil. Keep this up for forty 
m^nutesj: pjour the water thus steri¬ 
lized into bottles or glass jars, stop 
tile mouths w'ith clean raw cotton, 
"(aDtton wool” and .set in the cellar or 
upon ico for use when wanted. Tliis is 
a wise precaution to take with the wa¬ 
ter intended for babies or very young 
children at all seasons, but esiiecially 
in the summer. The prolonged cook¬ 
ing destroys the hardiest of ' malevol¬ 
ent” oacteria and makes the water no 
more flat to the taste than a five-min¬ 
ute. boil. 

When there is any danger of typh¬ 
oid. diphtheri or malarial germs in 
spiing, well or reservoir, the .simple 
laecaution indicated here is (d incal- 
(Ulable. value. 1 he insipidity objected 
to by many as inseparable from boiled 
water may be overcome in a great de¬ 
gree by p'ouring the water into the 
drinking glass frcm sueh a height as 
will exeite a laeady sp'arkie in the 
depths. This is really a system of 
aeration and imi»roves flavor and ai>- 
lie.iranee.
